ABUSE REPORTS 


REPORTS of abuse cases involv¬ 
ing vulnerable adults in Southend 
have risen by more than 450 per 
cent since 2007. 

Latest figures show 682 cases of 
abuse being reported to Southend 
Council social services compared 
to just 123 back in 2007. 

The council claimed the increase 
was due to better detection and not 
more people being abused. 

Corporate director for people, 
Simon Leftley said: “This is

because people are now more aware 
and confident about reporting sus¬ 
pected abusive practices by mem¬ 
bers of the public and professionals. 

“Since 2008, Southend 
Safeguarding Adults Board has 
worked [with its partners] to imple¬ 
ment the Southend, Essex and 
Thurrock Safeguarding Adults 
Guidelines to ensure all reports of 


alleged abusive incidents are 
robustly responded to.” 

More than 230 cases of physical 
abuse have been reported this year 
- five discriminatory, 262 of 
neglect, 32 of sexual abuse, 207 of 
emotional abuse, 16 institutional 
and 175 financial reports of abuse. 

Of the total 682 cases this year, a 
quarter of the reports of abuse were 
physical. More than half of the 
cases happened in the person’s own 
home. Almost 30 per cent of the 


abuse reports happened in care 
homes. The majority of cases were 
reported by health workers. 

Investigations into abuse resulted 
in 18 criminal prosecutions with 84 
cases resulting in police action. 

In a total of 228 cases the person 
reported to be carrying out the 
abuse was monitored and 334 cases 
no action was taken.

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Police warn about legal high 
after teens taken to hospital

ESSEX Police has urged people to be 
aware of taking a ‘legal high’ called 
Pandora’s Box. 

The warning comes after two peo¬ 
ple in Southend had an adverse reac¬ 
tion to the substance and ended up 
requiring hospital treatment. 

A 16-year-old boy was discovered 
unwell near Warrior Square in the 
town centre at just after 11.30am on 
Thursday, November 28. Officers 
were told he had taken Pandora’s Box, 
purchased from a store in Southend. 

Shortly after, at 12.10pm, officers 
were contacted by the ambulance ser¬ 
vice following reports that a 19-year- 
old man was unwell in Tyrell Drive, 
Southend. ] 

He too had taken Pandora’s Box, 
again bought from a Southend store. 
Both men, who do not know each 
other, were admitted to Southend 
Hospital for treatment. They have 
since been released. 

Following these incidents, officers 


have visited the store in Southend and 
advised them to stop selling Pandora’s 
Box. The store has refused to stop 
selling the legal high. 

Chief Inspector Glen Pavelin said: 
“Although we cannot say conclusive¬ 
ly that their condition is down to tak¬ 
ing this substance, it is certainly a 
coincidence. 

“I would like to urge the public to 
be aware that consuming any sub¬ 
stance of this nature has risks 
attached. 

“Although the sale of it may be 
legal, an individual’s reaction cannot 
be reliably predicted.” 

Today’s events come at the end of a 
week of action focussed on raising 
awareness about legal highs where 
Essex Police and the Essex County 
Council Drug and Alcohol Team 
(EDAAT) have been working togeth¬ 
er to raise public awareness about the 
potential dangers of taking legal 
highs. 

Chief Inspector Glen Pavelin has 
been leading the force’s week of 
action on the subject, which has been 


taking place since Monday 
(November 25). 

Officers have been visiting schools 
to give advice to students on legal 
highs and what they may contain. 
They have also been gathering intelli¬ 
gence about the sorts of stores that 
may sell them. 

Mr Pavelin said: “Although these 
substances are branded as legal, their 
composition is largely unknown. 
Some being potentially unsafe and 
others feasibly contain illegal sub¬ 
stances. Most retailers were unaware 
of the potential health risks to their 
customers or the legal risks to them¬ 
selves.” 

Commenting on the recent issues in 
Southend, councillor Tony Cox, exec¬ 
utive councillor for public protection, 
waste and transport said: “Just 
because a substance is sold in a shop 
or on the internet as legal, it doesn’t 
mean it’s safe. Sadly there are clever 
people out there making a lot of 
money by selling drugs under the 
misnomer 'legal highs' which may in 
fact pose a risk to people's health.” 


Pandora’s fact box 

■ Pandoras Box is sold as a herbal 
mixture on the packaging it says it is an 
'extreme herbal incense'. 

■ Packets of three grams of the 
herbal mixture can be bought for £25 or 
one gram for £10. 

■ On legal high forums on the inter¬ 
net many users complain after smoking 
it they suffer from panic attacks, para¬ 
noia, fits and seizures. 

■ It is made from herbs sprayed with 
synthetic cannabinoids. 

■ Many of the users on the forums 
also say they ended up going to the hos¬ 
pital because it made them so ill. 

■ Effects of the drug are short lived 
lasting for a maximum of 30 minutes. 

■ There are no ingredients listed on 
the back of the packet. 

■ The incense is sold widely on the 
internet and in head shops. 

■ It looks like regular herbal 
cannabis. 


Hero’s lost medals replaced 


AN EX soldier has received replace¬ 
ment war medals after 60 years. 

Tony Roberts, from Kensington 
Road, in Southend, joined the army in 
January 1940 and fought in Egypt 
where he was injured by shrapnel. 

He received four medals including 
the 1939 - 1945 star, the Africa star, 
defence medal and war medal for his 
service. 

His medals went missing after his son 
Terry took them to a show and tell at 
his school. 

But the 94 year old's grand daughter, 
Gemma, who is in the officer training 
corp in Nottingham used her contacts 
to get the medals reinstated to her 
granddad just in time for Remembrance 
Day. 

He said: “It's amazing to have them 


back and I also got a hat the 94th field 
regiment wore. 

“Wearing them on Remembrance Day 
was special and lots of people came up 
to me and congratulated me for what I 
had done in my time in the army.” 

Tony's career in the army was cut 
short when he was hit by shrapnel when 
a German bomber flew over him in the 
desert. 

The pilot dropped bombs on Tony and 
his colleagues resulting in shrapnel 
tearing through his back. 

He was later de-mobbed from the 
army at Guildford where he was award¬ 
ed the medals. 

Speaking about getting the medals 
back he said he was proud of his grand¬ 
daughter for making the effort to get 
them.

It is a black, leather man’s 
‘Fossil’ bracelet with metal 
links on it. “This was an 
18th birthday present, so has 
great sentimental value. 

“It must have been dis¬ 
carded by the suspect at 
some point along the route. 
If members of the public 
find this property, it would 
be a positive ending for the 
victim to have it returned.”

W HEN I first got a call about Barking 
in Essex my first reaction was to 
pass them to a colleague that dealt 
with that area, that was until the name Lee 
Evans was dropped into the conversation. 
‘Barking! But he’s from Billericay’ was my 
next thought on a man who has become 
one of Britain’s highest selling stand-ups and 
a national treasure - particularly in Essex 
where he has lived for much of his life. 

Falling into step slightly slower than I would 
have liked it dawned on me that we were 
talking about ‘Barking in Essex’ the play that 
has taken London by storm and has seen 
Essex residents descend on Wyndham’s 
Theatre in their droves. 

While the limited season of the late Clive 
Exton’s comedy, which took more than £1.5 
million in advance bookings, may have only 
begun in September and will end on January 
4, extra performances have already been 
squeezed in on Sunday afternoons up until 
December 22. 


As well as Lee the play, which is for adults 
only as there’s plenty of ‘effing and blinding 
throughout, also stars Sheila Hancock, 
Keeley Hawes, Karl Johnson and Montserrat 
Lombard, and it was the opportunity to work 
with her fellow cast members that initially 
attracted Keeley to the role. 

“When I read the script I thought it was set 
now, but actually it’s set in 2008. TOWIE didn’t 
exist then so Clive pre-empted that quite bril¬ 
liantly,” says Keeley, star of TV’s Ashes to Ashes. 

“The writing is lovely. I read the first couple 
of pages and it made me laugh out loud. It’s 
an unusual play and it shocked me and took 
me out of my comfort zone, but I knew it 
was the sort of play I would like to go to the 
theatre to see myself.” 

The writing talent behind such highly 
acclaimed films as 10 Rillington Place and 
television dramas including Poirot, and 
Jeeves and Wooster, Clive Exton has creat¬ 
ed some potty-mouthed monsters here. 

The story follows con man Algie Packer, 
who is due for release after a seven year 
stretch inside. Algie is returning to his Essex 


home to spend his carefully stashed nestegg 
- £3.5million in untraceable notes - but his 
criminally-inclined family, including Keeley 
who dons the most vertiginous of heels to 
play Chrissie, have forgotten to mention 
something and now they’ve got a problem 
the size of Southend Pier. 

Are the Packers, who put the ‘fun’ in dys¬ 
functional, going to be able to cover their 
tracks before Algie arrives home? 

“Different groups of people laugh at differ¬ 
ent things,” says Keeley “The audience is a 
real mixed bag, from the Essex gang to the 
older theatre-going crowd.” 

“Funnily enough it’s the older theatre-going 
crowd who laugh the hardest. You think, oh 
crikey, that could be my nan laughing out there!” 

Veteran actress Sheila Hancock, who plays 
the matriarchal Emmie and is juggling her 
performance schedule with doing the final 
edit of her first novel, agrees. “It’s an impor¬ 
tant play as well as a very funny play 
because it’s about our culture and where it 
might go if we’re not careful.” 

But how does she feel about the effing and 


jeffing? “It’s the language of a certain group of 
people and these people would speak like that; 
it would be ridiculous to portray them any other 
way. And it’s used very constructively, very 
poetically almost. You have to learn it very 
accurately because it has a rhythm and a metre 
in the same way that Shakespeare does. 

“It shocks when it should and it makes you 
laugh when it should. That people get so 
offended by language is astonishing to me, 
but then I use a lot of bad language myself,” 
she says, with a grin. 

As to their roles, both actresses cheerfully 
agree that both Chrissie and Emmie are 
pretty vile creatures. “The part I’m playing is 
this savagely ignorant woman,” says Sheila. 

“She has no redeeming features, which is 
what attracted me to her. She’s an appalling 
mother, but for some extraordinary reason 
the audience take her to their hearts.”

Disney heroines have come of age 



Frozen (PG, 125 mins) 


Loosely based on The Snow Queen by Hans 
Christian Andersen, Frozen proves that 
Disney's animated heroines have unquestion¬ 
ably come of age. 

Long gone are the rose-tinted days when 
princesses waited patiently for Prince 
Charming to sweep them off their feet or save 
them from some grim fate. 

Now, the spunky, independent and self- 
assured heroines are just as smart and 
resourceful as their male contemporaries, and 
they don't need the love of a man to affirm 
their self-worth. 

Frozen is a terrific fairytale adventure that 
melds old-fashioned values with state-of-the- 
art visuals and a rousing musical score with 
infectious songs by husband-and-wife team 
Robert Lopez and Kristen Anderson-Lopez. 

Every beautifully coloured and crafted frame 
is crammed with wit and joy, drawing in audi¬ 
ences of all ages to the story of two sisters 
battling against both the elements and their 
fears to claim their rightful place on the 
throne. 

Director Jennifer Lee and Chris Buck don't 
let the pace flag and the 108 minutes pass in 
a blur of laughter, tears and frost-bitten action 
sequences, that look especially stunning in 
3D with all of the computer-generated 
snowflakes fluttering just in front of your face. 

You won't need to wrap up warm though 
because the story casts an irresistible warm 
glow to thaw even the most cynical and jaded 
heart. 

As children, Anna (voiced by Kristen Bell) 
and Elsa (Idina Menzel) love to play together, 
taking full advantage of Elsa's ability to create 
ice and snow from her fingertips. When acci¬ 
dent late one night almost ends in disaster, 
the King (Maurice LaMarche) agrees to wipe 


Anna's memory so she forgets about her sib¬ 
ling's hidden talents. 

At the same time, Elsa retires from public 
gaze, fearful that she will hurt someone else 
with her powers. 

When the King and Queen are subsequent¬ 
ly lost at sea, Elsa reluctantly emerges to 
claim the throne. Unfortunately, on her coro¬ 
nation day, her gloves come off and the locals 
witness her powers, branding her a witch. 

She flees into the snowy mountains to live 


alone in a castle of ice. 

Anna gives chase, leaving the kingdom in 
the hands of her trusted sweetheart Prince 
Hans (Santino Fontana). As she ascends 
towards Elsa's hideaway, Anna meets hunky 
ice trader Kristoff (Jonathan Groff), his loyal 
reindeer Sven and a blissfully naive talking 
snowman called Olaf (Josh Gad). 

Frozen is one of the best animated features 
to canter out of the Disney stable in years. 
Warm-hearted, uplifting and constantly sur¬ 


prising, it's a timeless fable that will appeal to 
both boys and girls thanks to uproarious 
comic relief from Olaf (who is too cute for 
words). 

Bell and Menzel add vim to their plucky 
heroines, the latter singing the film's stand-out 
song Let It Go. 

As an added treat, Frozen is preceded by a 
black and white Mickey Mouse short, Get A 
Horse, that seems to hark from a bygone era 
but has a wicked sting in the tail.

Q. Are properties with north-facing gardens 
actually worth less than others? 

A. The short answer is: almost certainly not! 

Granted, there is a widespread perception that 
somehow, homes with south-facing gardens are 
automatically more desirable, and therefore worth 
more. But that is by no means always the case. 

The simple fact is that whichever way a property faces has its advantages and 
disadvantages, depending on your personal taste and your lifestyle preferences. The 
main thing in favour of a southerly aspect, for example, is the sun. But this is not always 
a plus. We’ve all been in homes where you simply can’t sit in the south-facing 
conservatory, because it’s like an oven. The same can be true of any south-facing 
reception room - particularly if it has large areas of glass. And even if it’s not too hot, the 
sun itself can still be uncomfortably bright. 

In fact, for practically anyone who isn’t a card-carrying sun-worshipper, a nice, cool 
north-facing garden can be a real treat in the heat of the day - particularly when filled 
with shade-loving plants and the soothing sound of running water. Moreover, pet-owners 
will often actually prefer a north-facing garden, precisely because of the shade it offers. 
And of course a north-facing bedroom will be to a lot of people’s liking during those long 
hot summer nights. But in any case, most north-facing gardens still get a fair amount of 
morning or afternoon sun at those times of year when it is actually warm enough to sit 
out. 

If there is such a thing as the ideal orientation, then my personal preference would be for 
east-west - with the garden facing the latter. That way, you not only get all the benefit of 
the early morning sun (hopefully!), but also the very best of any balmy summer evenings 
that come your way. 

That said, however, when it comes to choosing a property to buy, I would personally 
never let its orientation alone dictate my choice. And neither, I would suggest, would 
anyone else. 

So, my advice is, if you find a property you like, and if you yourself have no particular 
preferences as far as orientation is concerned, then I would go ahead and buy it - and 
not worry what some hypothetical buyer might think, if and when you decide to sell it 
again.

E VEN with our increasingly harsh and 
unpredictable winter weather it’s rare 
that anyone needs to drive up a snow- 
covered hill. But when the need does arise, 
anyone attempting it without a 4x4, I would 
suggest, is crazy. 

But that’s precisely what Peugeot demon¬ 
strated at the United Kingdom launch of its 
208-based 2008 - and it was all indoors. 

The French car maker had arranged a sur¬ 
prise stop-off at Tamworth’s Snowdome to 
showcase their new baby’s innovative grip 
control function. A combination of technical 
wizardry and a set of all-weather tyres 
meant that compact crossovers were 
speeding up the leisure centre slope and 
coming down again with the poise of Franz 
Klammer at Kitzbuhel - all without the need 
for cumbersome all-wheel drive gear. 

It was an impressive trick and made the 
launch one of the more memorable ones. 

It’s worth pointing out, though, that not all 
2008s come equipped with the grip-control 
system and that there’s more to a family 
motor than just being able to get around in 
the snow. So I wanted to see whether it was 
more than just a one-trick pony. 

Raised ground clearance, chunky protec¬ 
tive cladding, bulging wheel arches and the 
de rigeur roof rails give it a suitably tough 
look. Under the skin, it shares a lot of its 
architecture with the latest 208 - and from a 
driving viewpoint that’s not a bad thing. 

The dashboard and control panel are lifted 
pretty much straight out of the supermini 
and everything is logically and intuitively laid 
out. At the centre of the driver’s focus is the 
same smaller-sized steering wheel used in 
the 208 which helps to make for an enjoy¬ 
able and engaging drive. The 2008 displays 


a fair dollop of the sporty, nimble handling of 
its hatchback sibling and, although it’s extra 
height means there is some body roll, the 
grip feels confident and assured. 

The 115bhp, 1.6-litre diesel power-pack in 
my test car proved more than capable, with 
plenty of pull across a wide rev band and a 
prompt response when I needed to push the 
pace. The six-speed manual transmission 
offered plenty of versatility. 

Cruising was effortless and reasonably 
refined, there is a little wind noise at higher 


speeds, while the automatic start-stop sys¬ 
tem that comes with this engine helps to 
achieve impressive average fuel economy of 
70mpg with carbon emissions of just 
105g/km, so running costs will be low.

shouldn’t, therefore, be many places you 
can’t go that you would want to in a family 
car. And the ride remains pretty comfortable 
thanks to the forgiving suspension. 

The 2008 is longer and slightly wider than 
the 208 but is still not large and manoeu¬ 
vring around in town remains very easy. 

The extra space is put to good use inside, 
though, and, coupled with a higher roofline, 
means there’s plenty of head and legroom 
for four adults, five at a push, to get com¬ 
fortable. The 360-litre boot is also generous 
and has a wide opening and low lip which 
makes loading heavy and awkward items 
easier, while the 60/40 split rear seats also 
fold flat for extra load capacity, up to 1,194 
litres, when needed. 

Equipment in entry-level Access models is 
a little sparse with air con and cruise control 
being about all their is to brag about. 
Stepping up to Active trim, though, adds 
alloy wheels, fog lights and a seven-inch 
touchscreen entertainment system with DAB 
radio and USB and Bluetooth connectivity.

VEHICLE 

TESTING

BENTLEY certainly stepped on the gas in 
1959 when the old 4,887cc, six-cylinder 
engines gave way to the 6,230cc V8 that 
fans grew to love. 

The Bentley S2 of that year was the first of 
a long line of V8s and it marked a sea- 
change in the power output of these large 
and opulent cars. 

The truth was that the V6 could not be 
developed any more and the V8 offered lots 
of potential, but although having more 
power - an estimated 200bhp - it was not 
massively faster than its V6 predecessor at 
110 mph. But it was around four seconds 
quicker to 70mph and that made a big dif¬ 
ference to those who wanted a bit more 
from their Bentley. 

The larger capacity engine and the urge to 
exploit the extra acceleration came at a cost 
in fuel consumption but, at higher cruising 
speed where the old six-cylinder would be 
working hard, the difference was small. 

In any case, in those days if you ran a 


Bentley you generally did not worry about 
the cost of fuel. This was a car of the real 
golden days of classics and made most 
other large, fast cars of the time pale into 
insignificance. 

The body shape was the same as the 
Rolls-Royce Silver Cloud II because both 
cars were made at Crewe. 

The S2 in its standard steel body remains 
one of the most iconic Bentleys ever. It was 
the sort of car that made people gasp with 
admiration whenever it whooshed past. 

It also spawned the more expensive S2 
Continental with higher final drive ratio which 
could top 120mph which was a sky-high 
speed for 1959. 

The argument still rages as to which was 
the overall better car, the six-cylinder SI or 
the eight-cylinder S2. I have driven them 
both and each is delightful in its own way 
own way. But the S2 felt a much more mus¬ 
cular car and had a more modern feel to it. 

It was manufactured until 1962 when the 
S3 made its debut, complete with high 
compression engine and four headlights.

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BLUES DENIED TOP 
SPOT BY PENALTY 


Sky Bet League 2 
Southend United 1 
Cheltenham Town 1 
Brian Jeeves at Roots Hall 

A PENALTY deep into stoppage 
time denied Southend United the 
opportunity of moving to the top of 
Sky Bet League 2, although this 
result stretched the Blues’ unbeaten 
run to six matches in all competi¬ 
tions. 

Following dramatic late victories 
over York City and Portsmouth, 
expectation was high amongst the 
home support. This seemed to make 
for a nervy atmosphere with the 
crowd seemingly suffering from a 
bout of butterflies which wasn't 
aided by a somewhat dishevelled 
performance from the Shrimpers. 

Cheltenham started brightly. Pacey 
wide man Jermaine McGlashan 
showed Rob Kieman a clean pair of 
heels, but his cross came to nothing. 
Byron Harrison was next to threaten. 
Firstly, his header was cleared off the 
line, then he was inches away from 
turning in after a good build up on the 
right flank. 

The visitors continued to press. 
Richards fed Harrison, whose cross 
eluded a clutch of potential takers, 
then Daniel Bentley earned his 
corn, making an excellent save to 
deny Harrison. 

Goalkeeper Bentley has been a 
key performer in the Shrimpers’ 
surge up the table. Once again he 


was called upon, this time adjusting 
his feet and showing tremendous 
agility to turn aside David Noble's 
deflected free kick. 

Southend weathered the early 
storm and started to express them¬ 
selves a little more. John White and 
Kevan Hurst were at the hub of the 
Blues’ best moments, particularly in 
wide positions. Nevertheless, Chel¬ 
tenham dealt comfortably with any¬ 
thing thrown into the box. 

The home side had a real let-off 
when Harrison seized on hesitance 
between Kieman and Bentley only 
to see his centre evade McGlashan. 
Southend hit back when Will Atkin¬ 
son found some space only to see 
his snap shot deflected away from 
danger. Soon after, Shrimpers strik¬ 
er Barry Corr perhaps should have 
done better, wriggling his way into 
the box only to fire a weak effort 
into the gloves of Scott Brown. 

Cheltenham had Southend on the 
back foot for most of the opening 
period. However, five minutes 
before the break, it was the home 
side who made the breakthrough. 
White centred to midweek hero 
Barry Corr, who in turn found 
Hurst. The Shrimpers’ wide man hit 
the back of the net from close range, 
reacting the quickest after Brown 
had done well to keep out his initial 
effort. The goal was somewhat 
harsh on the visitors, whose perfor¬ 
mance had belied their lowly league 


position, not that the majority of the 
5,677 crowd gave two hoots. 

News filtered through that league 
leaders Oxford United were behind at 
Fleetwood, prompting a slightly pre¬ 
mature choms of “We are top of the 
league” from the Blues Voice who 
had endeavoured manfully to get the 
Roots Hall faithful into song. 

The goal seemed to work as a 
tonic for Southend who began the 
second half at a higher tempo, 
nonetheless, Cheltenham continued 
to create the lion’s share of the 
chances. 

Bentley used his fists to clear 
from Noble’s dead ball kick, 
Richards found the net following 
Noble’s flank play, only for a 
hawkeyed flagsman to rule him off¬ 
side.

Southend’s attacks had become 
sporadic. Hurst watched his cross 
zip past the far post with Brown in 
no man’s land after linking up well 
with substitute Conor Clifford down 
the left. 


It had been far from a rousing per¬ 
formance from the Shrimpers, and 
deep into time added on, Chel¬ 
tenham grabbed the point that in 
truth they richly deserved. 

McGlashan’s header struck the 
hand of Anthony Straker following 
a deep cross, and referee Trevor 
Kettle showed little hesitation in 
pointing to the penalty spot, much 
to the disbelief of the home side.

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DRINK DRIVE INFORMATION 



Alcohol impairs your ability to drive; just 
one drink can lead to a slower reaction 
time and reduce your ability to pay 
attention to the road and other 
road users. This could mean you 
don't recognise a possible hazard 
like a car coming from a junction or a 
child crossing the road. 

If you are caught drink driving the penalties can include: 

• 12 month driving ban. 

• A fine of up to £5000. 

• 6 months imprisonment. Plus, 

Your insurance costs will increase and a conviction could 
mean you have trouble travelling to some countries like 
the USA, and, 

If you drive for work then your employer will see the 
conviction on your licence. 


The way alcohol affects you depends on: 

• your weight, age, sex and metabolism (the rate 
your body uses energy) 

• the type and amount of alcohol you're drinking 

• what you've eaten recently 

• your stress levels at the time

You may be under the legal limit but your 
driving could still be affected by the level of 
alcohol in your blood. 

• Drink four 70ml 
doubles of spirit 
and you should 
not drive for 13 
hours - that's 1pm 
the next day if 
you have your last 
drink at midnight 

• Drink five super-strength cans and you should not 
drive for about 21 hours - almost a full day later 

• If you drink a bottle of 15% wine - just three 
250m! glasses - you should not drive for 13 hours 

- that s 1pm the next day if you finish drinking at 
midnight 

► If you drink four pints of lager you should not 
nve for at least 13 hours from finishing your last 
pint. If you finish at midnight, you 
may not be safe to drive until 
after 1pm the next day 




Enjoy the summer parties and barbegues but make alternative transport arrangements. 

A conviction for drink driving - or even worse, an accident on your conscience - will last a lot 
longer than your hangover. Please arrange for a lift or take public transport to work the next day. 



DRUGS AND DRIVING 



It is an offence to drive while unfit due to taking drugs. 
Most of us will think this relates to illegal drugs such as 
cocaine or cannabis however you can be convicted of this 
offence if you have taken any drug which has affected your 
ability to drive; this includes prescription drugs and also 
over the counter remedies including some antihistamines. 

If you're convicted of drug driving you'll get: 

• a minimum 1 year driving ban 

• a fine of up to £5,000 

• a criminal record 

Your driving licence will also show you've been convicted 
for drug driving. This will last for 11 years. 


Always read the packet or ask the pharmacist and don't 
drive if you feel drowsy or affected by your medicine.

Now tot up the drinks you've had and add an hour for initial absorption - and calculate from when you 
stopped drinking (to be on the safe side). 


Here’s an example: Drink five (330ml) bottles of 5% lager and you should not drive for at least 11 hours. 
That's 11am the morning after if you finish drinking at midnight. 


FACT: Any amount of alcohol affects your ability to drive safely. 

These are rough calculations only - the best advice is not to drink at all 
if you are driving, and avoid heavy drinking if driving the following day.
